Thus you 
may drink them alive in your tea or 
colfee, and have them swarming on 
your roast beef and newly baked bread. 
In fact, having once allowed them to rise 
from their slimy bed, it is must diHicull 
to get rid of your uninviteci glu^sts. I 
have said uninvited ; wore 1 writing in 
the sixteenth century tliia would 
be true, but in the nineteenth it is 
not, for a people ^ho will knowingly 
allow such a state of things to exist, 
when thoy have the remedy in their (jwm 
hanils, are giving a general invitation to 
an advancing plague.

Mr. liak-h, iiii American capitalist re- 
siding in London, wiio lia.-s cli.-ii;.'-.' of the 
American end of the scheine, will be ia 
Ohica'TO early next week with tlio ]ir<i|)<i- 
witions necessary to be considered and 
nctod upon hero. 

The iirojeel cu'.toiiipk'.tos r. railway 
fioni this city to Labrador, there to con- 
nect with KWifl lite. liners for Milfurd Ha- 
ven, thus est.aldiihing .swift coiiiuiiniica- 
tion between Oliieago and London by two 
days less than by thu way of New York. 

Tho company to operate this scheme 
•has been organized and regularly char- 
tered. It is an Ensjlish corporation, 
known as the North Cnnidiau .Atlaalic 
Railway .■iiul .Sti'aiiiship syndicite, lim- 
ited ; chainiiaii, Meiiry I.s.-iac3, late Innt 
m.-iyor of London ; capital stock, I'-I.OUt),- 
000. The iilaii is to make direct rail 
<;i)nnection between Chicago and tliu 
ocastof Labrador, probably .at St. Charles 
bay, from which point to Mdford Haven, 
on tho coast of Wales, is but 1880 miles, 
as against 3070 from New York, and the 
North Canadian Atlantic. 

Tiailroads will c.irry travelers from 
■C'liicago to St. Charles hay in 47 hours. 
The steamer line, which is a jiart of the 
general enterprise, will t,-ike them on to 
London in less lime tliiiii that now made 
from Liverpool to LjiuIud. The entire 
trip from Chicago to England i.s to be ac- 
complished in live day.s and '21 hours, as 
4igainst seven or eight days by the way of 
New York, with ii saving of two and a 
half day.s of the sea »oyage.

Oroat Western company that the work 
'.shall be proceeded with at tho earliest mo- 
ment, aud .Sir Kaliih Ousack, thu cliair- 
]pian, is making arrangements to start 
them at once ; but all their elliirts tire to 
be pirtily/.ed if, when the work.s are coin- 
nu'.nced, the lijls ;iud other nialeriiil.-) are 
stoppeil in traii:'il and cannot he ilcliriM • 
cd. BIi. Worthiugton, from long experi- 
-once, apprehended disastrous results tidui 
the course the Triide Union have adopted 
tovvords the laborers and artisans in the 
distressed districts.

Mr. Secretary Blaine, it appears, is not 
pleased with tho way in which C.iiiaditiiis 
are conducting themselves. Tlicj' arc 
altogether toosaucj', and too indeitoiidcnt. 

'i^h*?^' ?ir*? ll^t. flinnnRtMl ("ft i^llai^ti tlnMu- 
selvcs at tliu coiiiniiuul of Mr. iSlaiiiu or 
Mr. iMcKiiiloy. Tlioy aro behaviiin as if 
nil such porstin as tho lioiiorablo .lames 
(I. Jilaiiiu exists, and as if tliu C'ontjroaa 
i.f the I iiiteil States had not expressed 
its (lotoriuinatidu to crush thein coin- 
niercially. Although Mr. Secretitiy 
Blaine has fur the last two years :i.:id 
more heeu blustering about the claim of 
the United States to exclusive jurisdic 
tiou over tho waters of Bohring'.i Sea, the 
catch of British sealers off the Pacific 
oua.st lias boon t^roator this year than 
ever before. Those pots of tho United 
.States (ioveriunent, the members of tho 
Alaaka Coiuiiierci.'il coiiip'iiiy, are angry 
and dis.i;usted at what they re{»ard as tlio 
audacity of the British "poachers," and 
threaten to throw up their contract and 
to demand restit;ution from the United 
States. This '"authorized company" 
appears not to know that tiie "poachers" 
hunted tho seals from tifty to a hundred 
miles from I iiite l Sl.itea territory, and 
that the greater luiinber of the aetil sl;iiia 
were not taken in Behring's fSea at all, 
■ Imt in tho huiitint; waters south of tliat 
section of tho Pacilic Ocean. The 
authorisation of the authorized com- 
pany does not extend to waters 
outside the jurisdiction of the 
United States, and, if its members mitde 
the mistoke of supposing that their Gov- 
ernniout owned the whole of the Pacific 
Ocean, the probability is that they, will 
hive to bear the conse<|uences of their 
l)hinder. It was their business, before 
they closed the contract, to make tlieni- 
selves sure liow far tlie waters tiudur the 
jurisdiction of the I'nitud .St.ites extend- 
ed. It was not to be exjiected that theie 
should be one rule for tho Korthern Paci- 
lic and another rule for all tho other 
oceans, and parts of oceans, on tho sur- 
face of the globe. The rulo which tho 
Americans insist upon on tlie eastern 
side of the continent [of Ncjrth America 
nntst bo tlie tule on its west- 
era .side. They hold that ISritiah 
H jvereigiity extends only three miles from 
the shores of the ISritish possessions in 
North .•Vinerica, and thoy aitinot be 
allowed to hold undisputed sovereignty 
over tho sea hundreds of miles from 
United States territory on tho western 
side of that continent. If Mr. Blaine is 
displeased that Canadians take * this 
position, ho must remain displeased. 

Then we are told that Mr. Blaine is 
nngry because Canadiana arc trying to 
thwart him in liis attem[)t to get a 
inDnojioly (jf the foieign trade of tlie 
West Indies and tho .South and 
Central .\morican rejiublica. lie, 
it appears, looks upon it as pre- 
sumption in Canadians to endeavor tu 
make as favorable trade arrrnngements 
as they can with tho Governments of 
"West India islands and South American 
States. That is a kind of presuiniition 
which men of llie .Anglo-Saxon race have 
iidioi'iteil, and we arc ufr,.id th it it is out 
of Mr. l!laine'.-i power to elnninato it 
from tho t^aiiadian character. .\notlu!r 
greiit man was chvadfiilly annoyed at the 
coinmereial instincts of " tlio nation of 
sliopkeopors," but the shopkeepers were, 
in tho end, too many for him. Surely, 
Mr. Blaine and his coUoa^ues do not ex- 
])eot to be more successful in the commer- 
cial war which they have declared against 
Cannda, than the Great Nnpoloon was in 



his endeavors to destroy (Iruat Bri- 
tain's commercial supremacy.^ We would 
not be greatly .surprise'd to find 
that tho ' Dominion CJovornment's 
atCempt to enter into closer and more 
profHablo commercial relations with tlie 
southern communities will bo much nioro 
snooeasfnl than l\Ir. Blaine's elaborate 
reciprocity iiegotialioiis, coiiti.i\ eni;d ..o 
thoy are by tho narrow and reslriutivo 
policy of the great majority of the party 
to which Mr. Blaine belongs, and of 
which he is not the loader. Mr. Blaine's 
South American Reciprocity Conference 
came to nothing, or, perhaps, something 
worse than nothing. Ilo had to light 
hard in order to keep anything like faith 
with tho delegates, and it is more pro- 
bable tlmn not that tho States repre- 
sscnted iit the Coiiferenco are lo <iay 
less disposed to entertain proposals 
peculiarly favorable to the United States 
than they were two years ago. It is not 
surprising that Mr. Blaine ^jets into a bad 
humor when he talks about reoitirocity 
with South Americaaiid the West Indies, 
but the object of his wrath should be his 
own conntrynien tiiul not Canadians. 

r.nouauT TO HOOK. 

The .\ev.-.'i-.\d\ertiser ^valltH an ex- 
planation. It calls upon the organ of 
the O^iposition in this c;ty to expl.-iiii. It 
wants to know why that organ is con- 
tinually referring to tho Independent 
Tarty. It evidently d.ics not undei-stand 
why the Times should bo so solicitous 
about tlie course which tho Indoi)endents 
intend to take. Will the Times got np 
in meeting and toll the Advertiser and all 
the rest of the world what it means and 
what its intentions are ; Diir Vancouver 
contemii.ir.iry rejects with sc jrii our 
tlie<iry. It says, in elloct, that the Times 
cannot, with ar.y sort of propriety, be 
rcLjiided as a tempter, for the gootl and 
sutlicient reason that it litis nothing worth 
considering with which to tempt the In- 
dependents.

of substantial viands !" 

How docs the Times like that ' We 
are surjiriscd, since the .-Vdvertiser is sn 
rich in its acriptural allusions, that it did 
not wind up with the objurgotion, " Get 
thee behind me, Satan !" But we forget. 
The Advertiser does not regard tho Times 
as a tempter at all. It is too weak, too 
much out at the elbows, politically ; its 
pockota are too empty to play the role of 
Mephistoiiheles. It is as if a hungry, 
ragged, little shoe-black took upon him- 
self to tempt .lay (!ould to play the mis- 
chief with the bulls and the bears of the 
stock market. The Tiiius must man- 
age to get something worth while, 
even it were only tho prover- 
bial "mess of pottage," before it 
approaches tho independent and incor- 
ruptible News-Advertiser. Wo hope 
that tho organ is cured of its anxiety 
about the independents. It sees in what 
ontempt tho Ojiposition is held by the 
member who is ambitious to be the 
leader of the Independent party.

In Amerioa .Society has a great detd moro 
Ih.vii itt. fair .diaru (■.'" (iciieiahi and Col 
unels. Professors and Doctors, Honor- 
ablos and Esquires. 

This M. Moreau has introduced a bill 
into the' Chamber of Deputies which 
imposes a tax on the wearers of titles. Tho 
gentloinau who phicos before his name 
the arialocratic "do" is reijuireil to pay a 
tax of JtlOO a year! The man who writes 
himself Baron will pay 81,000 a year 
for the privilege; a Vicomtu S'liOOO aiiti 
a RIaniuis .Sfi.OOO annually. The Repub- 
lican deputy places on the titles Duko 
and Prince taxes which, wo fear, are al- 
most prohibitive. The former will hiivo 
to contribute to the state $10,000 a year 
and tho latter 820,000. If tho 
bill becomes law it is lo bo feared 
that there will he a new emigration from 
h' ranee, for many of its nobility are not 
rich en(nu;li to wear their titles at home. 
However, they may eoui'.> to .America, 
where Ihej' will be worslii[>ped, iind 
where there are heiresses by tho score 
who nro ready to throw themselves and 
their millions into their arms. This i.s 
another proof that tho law of compensii- 
tions is universal in its working. 

It may bo, however, that some patriotic 
and envious luemlier of t'ougress may iii- 
Irnduroiiito that body a 1,'irill' bill more 
i.ppri'Hsivo aiiil mori' diMestablc. Knci:illy 
than that of the disercuiited iMeKinley. 
He may proi-.o-se to lax titles of all kinds, 
UltVitary, aeadeinic and professional,' as 
well as aristocratic. If the tnriir coni- 
nionccd at plain Esquire, $100 a year ; 
Doctor, 6500 ; Professor, S750 ; Colonel, 
>U,000, and so ni, a complete revolution 
would, if it becaino law, bo efl'ected 
in the I'liited States. i\Iany wlm 
rejoii.'i? in titles, would, for want of ready 
c.\,sh to pa}' their annual tax, be forced to 
lepudi ite them and be content with plain 
'■.Mister." But the (li.stinguislied rem- 
nant would have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that their titles had tit least, this sig- 
nification. They would show that those 
who continued to bo distinguished were 
SI d vent. That they wore able to pay a 
cmisiilerable sum eveiy year toward the 
sujipurt of the institutions of the state. 
It might be said that stieh a t.iriir would 
bring titles into contempt. Wo are not 
at all sure of that. .American titles are 
pretty generally laughed at now, but 
they are nevertheless worn by all who 
have a right to them, and by thousaiid.'s 
who have not. 



ANOTHER TARJJfF. 

M. Moreau, a French Deputy, has 
discovered a way by which a very com- 
mon weakness of human nature may bo 
made prolitabk* to tho state. Ho has ob- 
served that people in Franco are very 
foml of titles. Men and women of 
almost all classes aro moat ambitious to 
have handles to their names. Any dis- 
tinction which tolls the world that they 
have aristocratic blood in their veins ia 
eagerly sought after. It ia well known 
in France, as well as in other countricB, 
that, if the oniuiror goes back a genera- 
tion or two, ho will find that tho ancestors 
of many of the wearers of titles, of which 
they are exceedingly proud, wore very 
plain people indeed, whoso occupatimis 
may li.avo been useful, but were eertainly 
far from being arist(jcratie in any aeiise. 
But the titled jjcople don't bother llieir 
heail.s about their jdidieian grandf.il hers 
and griindmoihers, and worshippers of 
titles are lirni believers in acconiplislied 
facts. It is nothing to them if tho not 
very remote ancestor of Lord John Dash 
was a tallow-chandler or if tho maternal 
ancestor of the Marquis of Blank was 
no better than she should be. Tho Lord

A ROU«JI PASSAGE. 

Sixteen Days Orossing the Allaiitle in an 
Ocean Steainsliiii— A Succession 
I of Ihdcs. 

Halifax, N. S., Nov. 20. — The steamer 
(iothenburg City from London, which ar- 
rived this inorning, had a passage of 1(! 
days. Marks on her funnel and sides bear 
evidence of the tremendous seas she en- 
countered. Capt. Harrison told the same 
story as other captains, recently arriving 
here — tho story of a succession of westerly 
gtiles, which might almost be called one 
gale, lasting from November '2 to Novoinher 
17, with mountainous seas. One of the 
oflicers said it was a terrible voyage. There 
was no let up to the gales, which continued 
day and night, with seas washing clear over 
the vessel. One of tho boats was slightly 
damaged, but everything else withstood the 
terrible waves. The ship was unable to 
make much headway, and on one day, not- 
withstanding she was sent into the seas at 
full speed, she made but 75 miles in 24 
hours.

New YoiiK, Nov. liO.— Mr. Dcwindt, 
Llio Euglish explorer, wliilo travolliixK. in 
Siberia a few weeks agu, sent a letter to 
the Pull Mull Gazetto, denying a state- 
luont inado by Ueorne Koniiuu iii his ar- 
tiolos published in tlie Coiitury. Tliu 
following special cable from London was 
received to-day: "Expluiur Dewiiidt, 
who is iiow in Russia and Siberia, iiiis 
written a letter from Tomsk, in Wosteru 
Siboriii, in which he declares that CJeorgo 
Konniiu's pictures of prison life under 
liiisaian rule arc iiu'iuo. The prisons in 
'J'omrtk, ho dochucs, aru clean and com- 
fortable, and their .siuiitiiry cnnilitiou is 
perfect. The prisoners, he aay.s, .•ud well 
fed, and are in every way well ticutcd." 

Mr. Kennan has sent a letter to the 
Mail and fixprosa, in which ho snya : "It 
la a reinarkablo and significant fact that 
wlionovor a badly informed and oredul- 
ou8forei"n traveler arrives in Tomsk and 
dcairea to inspect tlio priRon, ho i.s con- 
ducted by the iimiabLu olliciiila, not to the 
• oxilo forwarding priaoi), which, perhaps, 
ia the thing which he really wishes and 
moans to see, but to ihe tiuronuii zauiek, 
or provincial prison, which ia nothing 
more than a diatarict ail. 

"This was the course pursued with 
llav. H. Laiidsdell, and this seems lo 
liave been tlio i)lan adopted by tl'.u 
Tomsk (illicials in their dealings with 
Mr. Dowinclt. Mr. Dewindt declare.s 
]i03itively that the Tomsk pri.son, a.s 
<'rai)hically described in the ijiii^es (jf the 
Oeutury magazine, does not exist. Ac- 
cording to the Tomsk Siberian Messen- 
ger, a consurviitivu paper, favored by the 
TiiA ernnieut aad, mureovor, under the 
strictest cen.sorsliip, the number 
of exiles in the forwarding pri- 
son at tliJ'.t time was more th:in -1,<)(HI, 
with a prospect of 7,000 in the near fu- 
ture, and this in buildin)^s, that accord- 
ing to the admission of Mr. PutiikoH; 
acting governor of the province, woru in- 
tended to hold only 1,400. - 'It is evi- 
dent,' the Tontsk newspaper says, ' that 
the prison is threati'iied with an outbreak 
of all sorts of diso.nscs, which sjiroad 
to tiie city and briii;^ terrible siiltcrint! 
upon its inhahitaiils. What is goiny on 
meanwhile in this place of coiiliiieiuent 
<«in ho ini^'rincd oiilv by one who lia.4 wit- 
nessed tho pictnro it presents of over- 
crowdins;. brenliilessness ami literal snU'o- 
catioii.' This article, from tho Toui.'sk 
.Siberian Mossenijer, must have been in 
jirint and known to every intelli;^ent citi- 
zen of T'om^k at the very time Mr. Dc- 
windt was writing in that city the prison 
declaring jioaitively that the lot or do- 
scribed by me and refer; ed to by tho Si- 
berian Messenger did not exist. " 

A SISTER'S SUPJERINttS. 

llrr Terrible Esperleiicc as a I'rlsonfr In 
Africa. 

LoMKiN, Nov. 20. — Italian papers re- 
port the arrival at Yerona of Sister 
Maria C.iprini, who was made a prisoner 
liv the Mahdi in 1882, and who succeeded 
in escaping from tho Soudan a few weeks 
ago. 

'.Sister Caprini, soon after having taken 
tho veil, was seat to the southern precinct 
of Egypt, and stopped at Kl Ubcid with 
several of hor companions and . mis- 
sionaries. On January 15, ISSli, the 
.Mahdi, having defeated tho army of 
Heouf Pasha, composed of 8,000 men, 
' -JT of wliom escaped alive, appeared be- 
fore the walls of El (Jbeid. Tliccity was 
captured after four and ii half uionths of 
sioge operations, and the ;!,500 Egyptians 
who surrendered were massacred in cold 
blood and tho inhabitants driven away. 
-Sister Oa|irini and her companions were 
tlirown into jjrison and sulfered terribly. 
One day the Maluli, angered !)y their ro- 
t'u.'!,-il t(^enibr;ici' the Moslem reliirion, or- 
dereii that they .should be taken from 
prison and bu beheaded. Fortunately 
Jie ciianged his niiml and sent tlieui back 
to the zerebia or jail enclosure, bnt only 
after their drosses and clothing had been 
tiikcn from them. 

Two of the sisters and one missionary 
died soon after froin want and ill treat- 
ment. 

During eiL;lit j-ears tho pvisoiier.s were 
in tho hands of the .Soudanese, but two 
years after the death of the Mahdi they 
were assisted in escaping by some native 
Christians. They painted tliuir faces 
l.lack HO as to look like Africans, tr<»Voletl 
rapidly during many nights, sometimes 
:iLilin'' (biwu llie river and at other time!! 
crossing the fore.-it near the river. Finally 
they lynched Itorhor and thence tin; 
Uritish and Egyptian advance posts. 
Sister Caprini, on her arrival at Alex- 
andria, embarked on ii steamer for Italy. 
She has gone bo Verona to vi.sit her 
mother and brother, who Inid givi-n up 
all hopes of ever Hooiiig her ag.iin. hi 
spite of the tdriiienis she has sufl'ered, 
Sister Ouirini ciij. lys very good health, 
and inieiida to return soon to the African 
niisgi ns.

The iiiyHlory altonding the buridl'ot 
\Villiam Komnjlor was only second to 
tho mystery surrounding tlio prepara- 
tions'" for his death. It will bo remeiii- 
l)ore(l Uiat lie was tortiirod lo death liy 
electricity early on tho niorniiif; of Au- 
^rti.st I), and that a few hours later ihi' 
Iciiive.s of tho surg^coii.s wore hu.sy cul- 
ling,' lliO hodj' to pieces. Thoro was 
Bouio doubt concorning tho section of 
law relating to the burial of tho body, 
and whon tho watchers about tho prison 
oil the nifflit following tho execution 
saw no si(,'n of any funeral it was f^eii- 
erally Ijelieved that tho hody had been 
eovered with quick-limo and buried be- 
neath one of tho flagstones of tho 
prison yard. Lato in tho after- 
noon ot tho noxt dav the gravo- 
diggor in charge of tho convict l)ury- 
ing ground r(!ceived orders to liavi' 
a grave ready for a hody at ton o'cUn^k 
that night. The }^ravo wa.s dug. and 
wiieii ten o'clock caiiK; williout-bringmg 
tlie <'.\iiectod body, the grave digger 
turned llio light down low in tho sit- 
ting-room ot his cottago and wont to 
sloop in his working rlothos. Ills wife 
lay on a hod in front of a window Iceeji- 
ill;,' watch on the sireet, so tlrc.t s!ii/ 
might wako her husnaod wlicu theliody 
arriveil. 

.Meantime men in charge of what was 
loft of tlio dead murderer's hody had 
' 'iced it in an express wagon at 9::50 
o clock, and had driven out of the prison 
gale. Thoro was a knot ot men on tli" 
.side-.valk who immediately .showed 
siL,nis (if ex(dtoment when the wagon ap- 
peared, li was instantly docidetl that 
;liese men woro ri'portcr.i, and tho 
driver of the wagon, iu accordance evi- 
dently with tho orders nf Wnnlon VJiii's- 
lun to elude tho newspaper men, drove 
around the block and then back into t!ie 
prison yard. Iso other uttcnipt v.as 
made to dispose of the body until 
eleven o'clock-, when the c>\prcss wagon 
again came rattiing out. but atjain there 
were men on tho sidewalk who soouied 
interested In its movements, and onco 
again tho wagon was driven back into 
tho yard, and the big gates closed on it. 
Jfo other elFort was made to bury the 
hody until midnight, wlien ilio wagon 
cam e dashing out as though tho driver 
was bound lo got rid of liis burden at all 
hazards. lie drove rapidly up tho 
street, tho wagon swaying to and fro 
and rattling horribly. * e grave digger 
led the way into tho gloomy cemetery 
by the dim light of a lanten;. Arriving 
at the grave he set tlie lantern at one 
end of it, and seizing the remains of tho 
murderer pulled thorn out of the wagon. 
It didn't take iong to lili up luo grave, 
for the only object to accomplish was to 
got the hody out ot sight and st-vmp tho 
dirt on it.

The iMnkovtoTi force, says tho Xiv.v 
Vork Journal, owes its cxistcnco to tliii 
'iwrgy and shrowdness of Allan Pinkor- 
on. Ho was born inOlns^'ow, Scotland, 
n ISl'.', and In 18'1'J lie, arrived at CJm>- 
H'o after a .stormy voyaire. lie round 
lis way to ('liica,i,'o and opened a rooper 
diop. Wlien in search of nialorialM for 
11 is work he discovered a panffofcoun- 
tcrfoiters 011 an Island in tho Fox river. 
IIo suocQoded in bleakine up tho gang, 
and displayed so innch skill and ncrvo 
tliat he was appointed a deputy sJicrill 
jf Cook Coiini.y. 

M'hilo hohliufr this position ho con- 
;oived the idea of cn^uiiitr a detccticn 
jrganination free from jioliiical inllu- 
dncos. Associated with a lawyer named 
Edward L. Rucker, m lo-Vj I'inkerion 
•started tho agency which now has ollic.cs 
in Now York, Chicago, I'hiladolphia, 
JJoston and Oenver. 

The g-reatest achieveniont of Allan 
Tinkerton was the ilisrevcry of a plot to 
assassinate Aliralia;.! I.ini'oln wliile on 
his way to Washiii^-ion 10 be iiiaujju- 
rated and tho frn.-.irat iou of it. I'inkiM'- 
ton organized the seci-et-servico division 
during tho war of tlin rebellion, lli-^ 
other detcctlvo foats consisted of the 
arrest of innumorablo law-breakers ami 
tho restoration of millions of dollars to 
the owners. 

no died at Chicaso on .luly I. l^St. 
IIo loft a willow and three rhililren, of 
eight born to him . Of t hese 1 he eldest 
son, William A., is now in (•har<,'e of t he 
Western division of the detective 
a;roncy, and his other son. Uobert .'\.. is 
ij-eiieral supm-inlemlenl ami has imme- 
diate elmr^re of tlie i:asl( :n ..|!ir,.s. 

Since the deatli of tln-ehler I'iiil.erton 
tho ()r;^anizalion has ir.ereaseil in 
stroncUi and elliciency until at the 
present time it is recognized as thofrreat 
prl\'ato resource by largo corporations 
for tho protection of lives and property 
in tini-s of stress and storm. 

About .")()() detect ives. lnjlh men and 
women, are continuously employed at 
Htated<»ialari(\s varying,' irom -y.; per day 
toS3,000 per year. 'I'liere are nearly KM) 
dotoctivos employed by tho New York 
office alone. 

The chief business of tho afroncy is 
with blanks and express c^miiianies. Tlio 
methods of tlie concern are hiddioi uiidi'r 
a vail of tho closest secrecy, and iiifiu'- 
matlon with regard to the details of the 
work is kept inviolate. 

As an organization, however, which is 
closely allied with lawlessness of overy 
kind, the Pinkorton Detective Agency 
has been tho i-.*- * of a good deal of 
harsh criticism. It iscordially hated by 
most of the labor organizations. Wlietli- 
er this opposition is justifiable is u ludly 
a matter of opinion. In the excitement 
of a groat strike, such as the one recent- 
ly in force on the New York Central 
road, a man is often killed by tho Pink- 
erton oilicors. 

Hut these fatalities are iiioro than ofT- 
Bet by the deaths in the ranks of the de- 
tectives themselves, as was shown in 
tho litjht with tho James boys. While 
engaged in the pursuit of these desper- 
ate men in Missouri the Pinkertons lost 
flvo men in one year. 

Of course there are not always on 
hand in tho various ollices a suHlciont 
number of men to supply an extraor- 
dinary demand such as has occurred 
during tlio past two weeks. To meet 
such demands lists of selected luon arc 
kept, and when necessity demands these 
men are sent for. 

As a rule these deputies are not it 
uniform, because of the enormous ex 
pcnso involved. Neither have they an.' 
legal right to c'arry arms, althoufjli the; 
often do so. The I'inUerlon uhmi, as 
rule, have no more authority to maki 
an arrest than a private citizen. Whci 
omployod in largo numbers, as the; 
have been on the New York Centra 
road, the ar;-ency is paid at th<^ rate o 
Ss iier day for liach man, of which tin 
detective receives S4. 

They are required to make a writter. 
report every evening of every thing 
done during the day, and the conversa- 
tion overheard down to tho smallest de- 
tail, together with every item of ex- 
pense incurred in llie iiroseeut ion of thc^ 
work, 'i'hey are I'ontinually ad- 

vised from the home ollice as to what 
tlicir movements shall be. 

Thci position of a I'inkerton detective 
is not an enviable one. They aro cor- 
dially hated by tho regular police and 
consequently never reveal their identity 
unless forced to do so.

One of 
tliem (ni.Mi moved the. lid oil a Id;: box 
containing bottles of oil )ia(da'd in 
straw. and had a bottle half open when we 
discovered him. A stone weij^hing about 
ten pounds had been idaced im the lid 
of till' box. but be maua;,n d to jjet it out 
of the way. Von will iiotici' these bot- 
tles were original ly bound with husl;, 
and tho cork securely tied down and 
then covered with bladder.
